School Funds 


CONWAY, Ark. (AP) 4- 


Forrest Rozell, executive sec- 
retary of the Arkansas Ed- 
ucation, said Wednesday the 
$30 million increase in state 
support for public schools pro- 
posed by the AEA was the 
minimum amount needed next 
year 
to "stop the 
fiscal 


erosion" 
of 
the 
current 


biennium. 


Rozzell told the AEA Lead- 


ers Work Conference at State 
College of Arkansas here that 
the $30 million increase and an 
additional $10 million the fol- 
lowing year would be needed 
just to "recoup losses sustained 
during the current biennium." 


The additional funds sought 


by the AEA would provide an 
average increase in teachers' 
salaries next year of $1,000 and 
an additional $330 in 1972-73. 


"Even with the increases in 


salaries proposed under this 
program 
for 
the 
next 


biennium, the average salary 
for Arkansas teachers would 
gain little on the national av- 
erage," Rozzell said. 


He said the AEA program 


was one which "the people of 
Arkansas can afford." 


"It is our conviction that the 


people are willing to pay for— 
through increased taxes — bet- 
ter educational programs and 
services." 


Rozzell made the remarks in 


a symposium at the general 
session of the conference.

ed with hallucinogenic drugs 
while living in a series of hip- 
pie-type communes. However, 
she has denied that she was on 
drugs during the week in August

when Miss Tate and six 


others were slain.

granted immunity from prose- 
cution in the slayings for telling 
her story. She says clan leader 
Manson ordered several follow- 
ers—including the three women 
—on the killing missions. 


Charges Egypt 
Moved Missiles 
to Canal Area

TEL AVIV (AP) - The Isfae* 


li state radio claimed today that 
Egypt has moved several SAM 
antiaircraft missile batteries to 
within 12 and 18 miles of the 
Seti2 Canal in violation of the 
new Middle East cease-fire. 


The Jerusalem Post said that 


. because of this the government 


was considering postponing ap- 
pointment of its delegate to the 
peace talks that are to open 
soon with U.N. envoy Gunnar V. 
Jarring as the go-between. 


The government radio said 


the Soviet SAM2 and SAM3 bat- 
teries were put into place north 
of the Cairo-Suez road and be- 
tween the Ismailia road and the 
Nile delta four hours after the 
cease-fire went into effect at 
midnight last Friday. 


The 
Israeli 
military 


command refused to comment. 
But on Wednesday U.S. officials 
in Washington said the Ameri- 
can government had received 
the report from Israeli sources 
and was investigating it. 


Some 
Washington sources 


suggested movement of the mis- 
siles closer to the canal might 
have taken place several hours 
before the cease-fire went into 
effect and were not noted by Is- 
raeli reconnaissance until later. 


Israel and Egypt meanwhile 


accused each other of a minor 
cease-fire violation. 


The Israeli command said the 


Egyptians fired a few rifle bul- 
lets at an Israeli patrol along 
the canal Wednesday. A spokes- 
man said no Israeli was wound- 
ed, and the fire was not re- 
turned. 


An Egyptian spokesman in 


Cairo said the Israelis broke the 
cease-fire Sunday by firing a 
few shots at a soldier standing 
guard on the canal. He said the 
soldier was not hurt. An Israeli 
spokesman denied the accusa- 
tion, saying, "We haven't shot 
even one bullet on the canal 
since the cease-fire." 


An Israeli Foreign Ministry 


spokesman scored the Greek 
government for releasing seven 
Palestinian 
commandos 
from 


jail in exchange for 53 passen- 
gers aboard a hijacked Greek 
airliner last month. 


The seven terrorists were 


flown to Cairo early today on a 
plane chartered by the Interna- 
tional Red Cross. The Greek 
government said an Arab diplo- 
mat in Athens had assured that 
"Greek soil and Greek interests 
in general will never in the fu- 
ture be used for illegal actions 
by Arab commandos." Neither 
the diplomat nor his country 
was named.

Ad, pd to* by A. E. Butler 


Ozarks Group 
to Develop 
Dardanelle 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov. 


Winthrop Rockefeller and of- 
ficials of the Ozarks Regional 
Commission announced a new 
concept for the development of 
the Lake Dardanelle area 
Wednesday. 


The plan calls for the de- 


velopment of an urban area of 
from 250,000 to 300,000 persons 
in new communities 
located 


around Lake Dardanelle in the 
Russellville, Clarksville, Paris 
and Dardanelle area. 


Officials said the first phase 


of the project would be the de- 
velopment of an area west of 
Dardanelle approximately 10 
square miles lying along Ar- 
kansas 22 near Hayes Creek. 


Planning for the first phase 


would be paid for with $85,000 
.from the Housing and Urban 
Development 
Department, 


$28,000 from the commission 
and 15,000 from Dardanelle In- 
dustries, Inc., an industrial de- 
velopment group. 


The area now has under con- 


struction a nuclear electrical 
generating plant for the Arkan- 
sas Power & Light Co. system. 
Hie plant is scheduled to be in 
operation in 1973. 


John Opitz, director of the 


Ozarks Regional Commission, 
said the new development pro- 
gram would mark the first 
time that a planned urban area 
of from 250,000 to 300,000 peo- 
ple was to he completely 
planned. 


The area would consist of a 


number 
of communities 
of 


about 30,000 to 50,000 each, to 
be surrounded by what he 
called a "green belt area" of 
parks.

Mask- 
ing cosmetics now appear to 
be the safest and best treat- 
ment. 


Q—I am 55. About three 


years ago i b e g a n to get 
painful bumps on the top of 
my head. They last a few 
days, then go away but more 
keep coming. What causes 
them and what can be done 
for them? 


A—This sounds like acne 


necrotical. The cause is not 
known. An antibiotic, such 
as betamethasone (Valisone 
Cream), a prescription item, 
is often helpful.

NEW YORK (AP) - It's still

versial reserve system against 
Flood in his antitrust suit. 


The ruling didn't surprise 


Flood's backers, and they made 
ready for another swing, this 
time in a federal court of ap- 
peals, and then, if necessary, 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 


"All that Judge Cooper held is 


that it is up to the Supreme 
Court to overrule the Supreme 
Court," said Marvin Miller, ex- 
ecutive director of the Players 
Association, which has support- 
ed Flood in his suit. "I think ev- 
eryone knew it would be diffi- 
cult for a district court to over- 
rule the Supreme Court." 


"There will, of course, be an 


appeal," said attorney Allan 
Zerman. 


Flood, a 32-year-old star cen- 


terfielder who has a .293 life- 
time batting average with St. 
Louis, filed a $4.1 million anti- 
trust suit against baseball after 
the cardinals traded him to 
Philadelphia last winter. 


However, Judge Cooper, in his 


47-page decision on the May 19- 
June 10 trial, upheld baseball's 
51-year-old exemption granted 
by the Supreme Court from ex- 
isting anti-trust legislation.

Floyd Dubbed 
Angry Playboy 
of Golf

TULSA, Okla. (AP) — They 


have dubbed him "The Angry 
Playboy Of Golf" but 
Ray 


Floyd, who opens defense of his 
PGA Championship here today, 
begs to dissent on both counts. 


"I'm not mad at anybody," 


the handsome 200-pound bache- 
lor said, "and I'm not nearly 
the social swinger I've been pic- 
tured to be. 


"I am single. I like girls. 


Sometimes I take girls out. I 
like to go to a nice place. If it's 
a nice place, you usually find 
liquor around. 


"People see me in these cir- 


cumstances and, knowing that I 
am competing in a golf tourna- 
ment, say, "look at that Ray 
Floyd, out on the town. He ought 
to be back at the motel asleep." 


"That's the way it starts, and 


just escalates." 


Acknowledging he's no angel, 


the strapping, curly-haired son 
of a Fort Bragg, N.C. pro told 
the world today that his princi- 
pal current interest is in repeat- 
ing as the national pro cham- 
pion. 


Nobody's done it since Denny 


Shute in 1936-37. Shute, gray, 
bland and expanding at the 
waist line, is in the 135-man 
field challenging Floyd this 
week-end over the 6,962-yard 
par-70 Southern Hills Country 
Club course. 


"I think I can do it, "Floyd 


said after taking a single prac- 
tice tour of the tough, demand- 
ing layout. "I don't feel any 
pressure at all. I have proven I 
can play tough golf courses. 


"I have won the title once. It 


ought to be easier to win a sec- 
ond time." 


Floyd who was a $100,000 club 


member last year, said he de- 
veloped a mechanical flaw in 
his swing during the Florida 
tour but now has corrected the 
fault through the help of his 
father and fellow pros Bob Ros- 
burg and Phil Rodgers. 


"It's very technical and hard 


to explain," he added. "I wasn't 
getting through properly with 
the lower part of my body, my 
legs and hips. I think I've hit 
more practice balls than I've hit 
in my life. 


"By the time of the U.S. 


Open, I had my swing back 
again and I thought I was going 


to win the British Open—I felt 
that good. But I couldn't sink a 
putt. Last week at Akron I had 
11 three-putt greens." 


The powerfully-built Southern- 


er, one of the game's big hit- 
ters, said a course such as 
Southern Hills, with its gun-bar- 
rel fairways and subtle hazards, 
reduces the number capable of 
taking the title. 


"It will take a good golfer to 


win it," he said. "You can fig- 
ure out five men who are play- 
ing the best golf at the moment 
and add five more who always 
come through in important tour- 
naments and you have the list.

WASHmOfON (AP) - Sctett- 


tists are rummaging through 
trash cans, sifting the seat and 
harvesting fungi and germs in 
the quest for cheap, plentiful 
sources of protein, the body's 
most important tissue builder. 


Their search, reported at the 


Third International Congress on 
Food Science and Technology 
now underway here, is fueled by 
the realization that in the stand- 
ing-room-only world of the fu- 
ture—and in already crowded 
countries—space is at a pre- 
mium for the animals which 
provide men with protein. 


Protein deficiency is a vital 


factor in the 10,000 deaths the 
United Nations estimates occur 
daily from hunger or malnutri- 
tion. 


In the United States, accord- 


ing to an Agriculture Depart- 
ment survey, most people get 
more than enough protein. 
North Americans on the aver- 
age eat 66 grams of animal pro- 
tein a person per day, supple- 
mented by milk, eggs and ce- 
reals. 


But the individual consump- 


tion of animal protein in the 
Near East averages 14 grams, 
in Africa 11 grams and in Asia 8 
grams. 


It is in the animal-poor coun- 


tries where scientists are press- 
ing hardest to extract the pro- 
teins directly 
from grasses, 


grains and other substances. 


South Africans, Colombians 


and Guatemalans are already 
drinking beverages 
endowed 


with the exotic-sounding names 
of "Pro-Nutro" and "Incapari- 
na" and fortified by protein ex - 
traded from soybeans. Indians 
enrich biscuits and candies with 
peanut flour. And even in the 
United States, firms are test- 
marketing 
protein-enriched 


flour and noodles. 


The products being tapped for 


protein depend on what's avail- 
able: corn tassels at Kansae 
State University, sugar cane 
waste in Colombia, coconuts in 
The Philippines, weeds in Por- 
tugal, "junk fish" in Seattle, 
fungi and bacteria in England, 
seaweed, algazonpno icrobes in 
Japan.

were made by his officers. City 
officials at first claimed that lo- 
cal police had not fired their 
weapons. 


Subsequent tests, including an

Ahern, police chief of New Ha- 
ven, Conn., showed that city of- 
ficers took part in the firing. 


Pierce said he thought his 


men deceived him 
"through 


fear of punishment, because 
they knew somebody shot with- 
out orders." 


Pierce was the last of H wit- 


nesses who testified Wednesday 
in the second day of commission 
bearings here that end today.

sion have disagreed over wheth- 
er sniper fire came from the 
dormitory, Alexander Hall, be- 
fore law officers opened fire.

A spokesman for the AIDC 


explained that the 1967 act au- 
thorizes the AIDC to guarantee 
industrial revenue bonds up to 
$500,000 in instances where 
bonds are not marketable with- 
out guaranty. In return for the 
guaranty, the city pays a pre- 
mium which amounts to 5 per 
cent of the principle amount of 
the bonds. The payments are 
deposited and are used to issue 
guarantys. 


The spokesman 
explained 


that a 5 per cent payment on 
a $100,000 bond would be $5,000. 
He said, however, that the cost 
of the bonds including interest, 
might be $200,000 over a 20- 
year period. 


Under the proposal, the city 


would pay 3 per cent of the 
total cost of the bond, which in 
this case, would be $6,000. 


Pornography 
Commission 
Stands Pat

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


President's. Commission on Por- 
nography reportedly is sticking 
to its recommendations for lib- 
eralized obscenity laws despite 
President Nixon's warning he 
would oppose them. 


The 18-member commission 


took no final votes at meetings 
Tuesday 
and 
Wednesday, 


sources said, but continued to 
edit its draft report without 
making substantial changes. 


The major draft recommenda- 


tions are repeal of all U.S. laws 
against showing and selling por- 
nographic films, books and oth- 
er erotica to adults, and enact- 
ment of laws protecting children 
from exposure to such material. 


The recommendations, which 


would make U.S. laws nearly as 
liberal as Denmark's, are based 
on a tentative finding that por- 
nography does not cause sex 
crimes and is not harmful to 
children. 


The White House said Tues- 


day "it is safe to predict" Presi- 
dent Nixon would oppose such 
recommendations. 


At the same time, the White 


House washed its hands of the 
draft report and press secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler pointed out 
that the commission members 
had been appointed by Former 
President Lyndon B. Johnson, 
not Nixon. 


The draft report recommends 


protection of adults from forced 
exposure to pornography with 
laws against its public display 
and use in unsolicited mail ad- 
vertisements. 


The report suggests repeal of 


pornography laws for adults be- 
cause effective legislation would 
require either largely voluntary 
compliance—which laws do not 
now have—or massive enforce- 
ment which sometimes leads to 
repression. 


It recommends instead a mas- 


sive sex re-education program 
to break the "conspiracy of si- 
lence" adults have imposed on 
sex. 


The purpose of the silence has 


been to control youngsters by 
keeping them ignorant and to 
suppress adults' disturbing sex- 
ual impulses;, it said, but the ef- 
fect has been to drive under- 
ground youngsters' natural cu- 
riosity about sex.

and

officer 


Wednesday of the Penn Central, 
the nation's biggest railroad. 


His first task, he said in an in- 


terview, is to "raise the morale 
of the people by getting out with 
them. And I don't mean the top 
managers or just the middle 
and lower supervisors. I mean 
the rank-and-file workers." 


Moore reasons that getting to 


know his employes will help him 
reach his objective of improving 
Penn Central service across the 
board. He said he learned from 
his 29 years with Southern that 
Penn Central service has left 
much to be desired. 


He's 
especially 
concerned 


about passenger service. "I'm 
going to see to it that it is first 
class with trains running on 
time. Dining-car service should 
be unexcelled with quality and 
courtesy more like what you get 
on airlines." 


Moore, 54, a native of Hazard, 


Ky., was named Penn Central 
president 
by court-appointed 


trustees in Philadelphia. The 
appointment is subject to ap- 
proval by U.S. Dist. Court 
Judge .John P. Fullam who has 
been overseeing the rail line 
since it filed for reorganization 
under federal bankrupty laws 
June 21. 


The trustees called appoint- 


ment of Moore "the essential 
first step in getting the Penn 
Central back into effective oper- 
ation." They said the appoint- 
ment reflected their "recogni- 
tion that reorganizing the Penn 
Central and refinanging it must 
start with making it an efficient 
carrier of both passengers and 
freight." 


Moore will be leaving South- 


ern, 
a line with only half the 


track and a third the employes 
of Penn Central, for a company 
which lost $141.5 million during 
the first six months of the year. 
Southern showed a net income 
of $27.7 million during the same 
period, up 19 per cent from last 
year.

QUESTION: t was In a car 


wreck about six months ago, 
suffering extensive leg and back 
injuries. I am only able to get 
about in a wheel chair and this 
condition will probably continue 
for several years. Since I am 
only 23 years old, and worked up 
until the time of the accident, is it 
possible that I may be eligible for 
social security payments? 


ANSWER: Yes, it is possible 


and you should call the social 
security office at once. Anyone 
becoming disabled before age 24 
needs credit for only \Vi years of 
work in the 3-year period before 
becoming disabled. 


QUESTION: I am 32 years of 


age and have a wife and two 
children. How much must I have 
worked in order for them to 
receive benefits in the event of 
my death? 


ANSWER: For a young worker 


your age only 2M» years credit for 
work over any period would be 
required at this time for your 
wife and children to be eligible 
for monthly benefits in the event 
of your death. Also, if you had 
credit for only 1% years work in 
the 3 years just before death, 
those survivors could 
get 


payments. 


QUESTION: I am a working 


wife. Since my children and I 
would have social security 
protection on my husband's 
record whether I worked or not, 
why should I have to pay social 
security tax? 


ANSWER: Since you are 


working, the children have the 
same protection on your record 
as on that of the father. In the 
event of your death your children 
would be eligible for monthly 
payments, and your husband to a 
lump sum death payment. In 
case of a total disability expected 
to last 12 months or longer, your 
social security earnings may 
entitle you and the children to 
monthly benefits. 


QUESTION: Is it true that 


social security benefits are 
terminated when as much has 
been drawn out of your account 
as was paid in? Since I am a 
fairly young person very little 
would be payable should I 
become disabled. 


ANSWER: This is not true. 


The length of time that benefits 
are payable is not limited by the 
amount of your contributions. 
Monthly payments would con- 
tinue as long as you are disabled, 
and would be payable also, after 
you reach retirement age, for the 
rest of your life.

that serious crime in Arkansas 
increased 13.5 per cent in 1989 
from 1968. The national aver* 
age showed a 12 per cent in- 
crease.

a cigarette should. 


Mrs. Elta Houser of Wynne, 


president 
of the 
Arkansas 


Council of Teachers of English, 
expressed displeasure with the 
commercial. Her dislike was 
not for 
the 
apparent 
poor 


grammar, but for the quality 
of the commercial. 


The council sponsored a four- 


day workshop on English in 
Uttle Rock which ended Fri- 
day. 


Television has had a definite 


affect on English, Mrs. Houser 
said. 


"I wish I could say I had 


had as much affect on my stu- 
dents as television," she said. 


Mrs. Houser, who has taught 


English 
for 
23 years, 
said 


Wednesday the trend for mod- 
ern grammar was to empha- 
size 
communication 
rather 


than apply the strict rules of 
the past. No longer are stu- 
dents in most Arkansas schools 
taught 
diagramming, 
rather 


they are taught the grammar 
of their environment. 


Mrs. Houser defined good 


grammar as that used by edu- 
cated people. 


Referring back to the ques- 


tion of "like" and "as," 
Mrs. 


Houser said that Hubert Hum- 
phrey, whom she considers ed- 
ucated, borrowed the student 
slogan - "Tell It Like It Is," 
— for his campaign. 


To be correct in the tradi- 


tional sense, the slogan should 
be — "Tell it 'As' It is." 


Mrs. Houser, the chairman 


of the English department at 
Wynne High School, said that 
traditional grammar operates 
by rules. However, the modem 
grammar attempts to study the 
grammar that is being used. 


Under the new system, stu- 


dents are encouraged to look 
at themselves and those around 
them and notice the communi- 
cation process. Much of their 
learning of grammar comes 
from literature. 


Even dialects are considered 


in the student's study and are 
not considered wrong. 


For example, it is not wrong 


to say "you all," in the South, 
just as it is not wrong to say, 
"you guys," 
in the North. 


These are just regional pat- 
terns, Mrs. Houser said. 


Mrs. Lela Willis, a Little 


Rock English teacher, said 
that the new grammar may 
help those who are not prepar- 
ing for college, but will assume 
a vocation after high school 
graduation. 


Mrs. Willis says that proba- 


bly the only time a student will 
hear formal grammar is in 
school. 


In Arkansas, she said 40 per 


cent of the high school grad- 
uates go to college and 5 per 
cent graduate. Therefore, she 
said that $5 per cent of the 
high school 
students do not 


need an academic English pro-
